The Bay Area Bilingual Bducation League (BABEL) XB a 
merger of four districts concerned with bilingual education for 
Spanish-speakimg^ Chinese- speaking and English-speaking children* 
BABfiL sponsored a Bilingual Methodologies Institute, designed to meet 
the needs of its teachers and teacher assistants in the classroom. 
The institute cohered all aspects of bilingual eaucation £mn 
lndi'7idual subject matter to class management. The institute 
consisted of three major components^ the elementary school^ the 
secondary school^ both of which focused on English/Spanish bilingual 
instruction^ and a Chinese instit^e which focused on Chinese/English 
bilingual instruction. This booklet is a day--by-day summary of the 
activities of the institute. A brief evaluation off the institute as a 
whole is prov-ided. A narrati¥© aescriptlon of the Chinese institute 
is also given, followed by- (1) a list of the workshops and 
consultants for that institute, (2) a list of participants in all the 
components, and (3) a brief description of the BABEL Auxiliary 
Bilingual Training Program for eleven bilingual/bicultural interns in 
a Master's program in audit and evaluation* (Author/CFM)

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INTRODUCTION 



BABEL (Bay Area Bilijigual Education Leagiie) is a jnerger of four different 
districts wha combined efforts to confront the need for Bilingual Education, 
The districts are Berkeley Oakland, Richnond and Daly City. The objectives 
of Bu\BEL are designed to meet the particular need of Spanish- speaking ^ 
Chinese- speaking and English-speaking children 

Recently^ BABEL sponsored a Bilingual Methodologies Institute which ms a 
combined effort to meet the needs of our teachers and teacher assistants in 
the classroom,. The Institute covered all aspects of Bilingual Education from 
individual subject matter to class managoient* 

The task of teaching in a Bilingual setting presents a greater challange to 
teachers than i:raditional class instruction. It is therefore in^ortant to 
assess what the weaknesses are in order to avoid curriculOTi and instructional 
problenis that may arise later in the classroom., It is imfortunate that good 
teachers are frustrated while in the classroojmi due to Inadequate training* 
Consequently^^ the BABEL Consortia offers biliitgual teacher training arid 
Bducatioiial Career Lattice Ptograms for all staff members in the project. 

Purthennores we^ at BABEL ^ feel that it is crucial to train our teachers 
and teacher assistants befort they enter the classroOT and to continually 
provide in-service wrkshops that will prepare them to hmdle classToan 
problems. Additionally ^ we feel that if children are to receive a total 
classroom experience , it is necessary to provide our teachers with the 
instruments and counseling, needed to perform, that tajk, Tn^ BABEL Institute 
was a first step tows^ds that goal*

Eiaven interns in the BABEL (Bay Area Bilingual Education League) training 
prograin left Mondayi August 21 for Washington, D, C, , and the University of 
Virginia for four weeks of Intensive experiential training. 
The eleven interns are bilingual and bicultural;nine are Spanish- speaking and 
tm are Chinese, They are Involved in a model school -hased program that 
culminates in the earning of a Master'^s degree in audit and evaluation from 
the California State University at Fbyward. The young people, who have been 
working in the Berkeley, Richnond, Oakland and Daly City school districts all 
have guaranteed jobs when they finish the pTOgrsjn in Decraber, 
Part of their training Includes the four-week visit to the East Coast, 
For the first two weeks they will be working dlTectly in the Departnient 
of Heal thj Education and Welfare gaining e^^erlence in the Offices of Civil 
Rights, Early Childhood Education^Bilingual Educatloni Career Opportunities 
Prograin and the Office of Spanish Sumajned Citizens. In this way they will 
be inmersed in the dally activities of these offices and be exposed to the 
national scene* With this experience they wUL be in a much better position 
to generate and monitor progriuiis in local districts that not only reflect 
national priorities but that also reflect the needs of their own ethnic 
constituencies . 

For the second two weeks the intems will attend advanced sOTlnars and study 
under Dr, Mel Provost who directs the Center for Research and Evaluation 
at the University of Virginia, one of the few such centers in the comitry. 
Traditionally the jobs of auditing and evaluating in school districts have 
been held by Anglos who Mve little understanding of either the Spanish 
sur-nOTied or Asian communities* Auditors and evaluators are hired by school 
districts to monitor federally fimded projects^ They Infonn the project directors 
if their programs are effectiYe md if the programs are reachiiig their goals* 
This is the first master"s program of its kii^ in the comtry that serves 
the bilingual conmimities* BABELpWhich is fimded by the Office of Health, 
Education and Welfare, pays fox all the living ^penseSj tuition and books for interns , 
During the rest of the year^lcng prograin the interns work in the local school 
districts and attend classes at ffeyward imder Dr, Ihoms Whalen^Dlrector of 
Educational Evaluation » 
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Julia Nieto,RABEU*s coordinator of Higher Education, acts as liasion 
b^tifeen the districts and the i^iversities. 

Other activities funded ^der BABEL included bilingual-bicultural 
classroom progrms for primary and el^ienatary school children >parapro£esslonal 
training pTOgrajns^a media center and another graduate program for specialists 
in guidance and counseling. Next year the BABEL staff plans graduate prograiiis 
for specialists in early childood education and psycholinguistics* BABEL 
is a consoTtiun of four school districts, Berkeley, Ricteiond, Oakland and 
Daly City^established in January, 1971, for the purpose of developing programis 
in the field of bilingual-bicultural education. BABEL headquarters is 
in the Berkeley Unified School District,
